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Bankers Object to Corner 


On Cash By The County 


Conference Between Cashiers And County Commissioners Anent a Depository 


For Funds-Majority of The Counties 
Have 


Taken Steps. 


The proposition to appoint a Co- 


ahocton bank the official depository 
for the county funds, instead of keep- 
Ing them in the vault of the treasur- 
er'* ooffice was brought before the 
board of county commissioner* Mon- 
day evening by the cashiers of 
the 


three local banks, Messrs. Montgom- 
ery, Herbig, and Mills. 


The reafeon for the move is that at 


tax-paying periods of the 
year, 
the 


drain on the public purse is so great, 
that the banks are forced to import 
currency from other cities to tatfe 
care of Coshocton's great retail and 
manufacturing business; while at the 
samejtime there -will be lying idle in 
the county strong box anywhere from 
$130,000" to $150,000. Not for a long 
period of time, but sufficiently to ser- 
iously cripple financial interests and 


cause a stringency of the local money 
market. 


The Age interviewed the bankers 


this morning and found all of them 
favoring such a move. 
They would 


ask that the commissioners advertise 
for bids'to be the depository and they 
would take their chances on securing 
the business. 
"Coshoctono is one of the few coun- 
ties in the state" said one of the 
prominent bankers 
in 
conservation 


with The Age, "that has not taken 
advantage of the 
Depository 
Act. 


It means to this county, first a rev- 
enue from $800.00 to $1000.00 a year, 
and the sav'ng of expense for 
a 


watchman. It means a great deal to 
the business interests of Coshocton 
and Coshocton county, as twice 
a 


year there is from $130,000 to $150,- 
000 locked up in the county treasury 
until settlement is' made with 
the 


state, taking the money out of the 


channels of trade which greatly hand 
.caps the banks in taking care of 
the demands 
of 
(.heir 
customers. 


More than seventy-five per cent of 
the counties in this state have taken 
advantage of this act, and there was 
deposited with this proposition, let- 
ters from the treasurers of the d'f- 
ferent counties, stating: the advant- 
age they found an this new method 
of handling the business, the relief 
that it is to the treasurer and 
his 


bondsmen, bes des the levenue that 
it brings into the varlpus counties. 
The banks will give "" Jiurety bonds 
covering the deposits, making it ab- 
solutely safe." 


"The June season is the worst we 


have to contend with" remarked an- 
other banker, ''for at that season the 
June tax money is tied up and the 
wool buyers are demanding an enor- 
mous sum for purchase of their com- 
moditj 
It is nothing uncommon *at 


that season to be compelled 
to im- 


port from $10,000 to $20,000 a week 
here, and at the same time there 
are several times that, amount tied 
up in the court house." 


When interviewed by an Age re- 


porter, Commissioner Balo sa'd that 
th.^> board had taken the matter un- 
de^ careful consideration and while 
they real .zed all that it meant, were 
l going to carefully deliberate over the 
' matter. 


"We feel that some considerat oa 


is due the financial interests" said 
Mr. Balo, "but at the same time we 
hardly see how the 
county would 


make $1000 a year otit of it unless 
the* deposits here average $100,000 
for the year, which they do 
not; 


and I hardly think more than 
one 


per cent would be offered us. The 
officials say- it will make them more 
-work, but that would not hinder ac-

lisions are expected. The strikers 
have abundant supplies of dynamite 
and hand bombs. The exodus to Ger- 
many by rail is very heavy. Germans 
arriving at Sosnovice are advised by 
the authorities to remain at the rail- 
way station for safety., A procession 
of strikers at Sosnovice, estimated at 
40.000 net-sons, contained a number of 
Ormaii mining officials whom the 
strikers had captured and compelled to 
march in their ranks. The Russian in- 
dustrial district along the frontier is 
suffering great financial losses through 
the strike 
, 
' . 


The war office's information indi- 


cates no change whatever In"the head- 
quarters staff in Manchuria, and the 
departure of General Gripenberg for 
St. Petersburg is due to illness. The 
version of the departure of General 
Gripenberg now given in the best in- 
formed unofficial circles is that the 
general left the front because he ex- 
ceeded General Kuropatkin's orders in 
pushing beyond Sandepas and need- 
lessly sacrificed thousands of men. 
This led Kuropatkin to demand Grip- 
enberg's recall. 


Another Squadron. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 7. — The dock- 


yard authorities at Cronstadt are com- 
pleting the preparations for active 
service of the battleship Alexander If, 
the cruisers Pamyat, Azova and Admi- 
ral Korniloff, and the gunboat Grox.- 
Jastchy, which", with the new battle- 
ship Slava, will form the second di- 
vision of the third Russian Pacific 
squadron. These reinforcements are 
expected to sail at the end of May 
The first division of the squadron will 
leave Lilian for the far east in the 
middle of February.

The process 
was repeated until, as was averred, the 
last duck had eaten tbe whole of his 
nineteen companions. 
The story ran 


the round of nil the journals iu Europe 
and so established the appropriateness 
of tbe term canard for hoax.

All the expenses -were de- 
frayed by public subscriptions and tbe 
bust was presented to the United 
States in the name of the people of 
France.

The tide was coming in all the time, 


and every wave seemed to lap higher 
on Ids breast/It was a question of but 
a little while before his month would 
be covered and he would be drowned. 


"Word had been phoned to headquar- 


ters in the meantime for the police 
boat. Sergeant Maher had called up 
fire headquarters, as the nreboat was 
nearest, but the fire department re- 
fused to send the flreboat at first. 
Chief Croker was finally communicat- 
ed with and ordered the McClellan to 
the scene.

Buenos Ayres. Feb. 7.—Government 


troops attacked the rebels, who had 
fortified themselves at Mendoza, at 
dawn. Boon afterwards the rebel lead* 
ers and officers fled to the mountains, 
and the men surrendered uncondition- 
ally. The rebels had sacked the local 
branch, of the National bank of Buenos 
Ayres and seized 1300,000. Numerous 
arrests nave been made and the city 
is now qitet. Late Information shows 
that the Insurrectionary movement is 
now restricted to Cordoba. Generals 
Wintter, Benavides, Garcia and Roca, 
with largely superior forces, are sur 
rounding the city.. The rebels are 
holding Senator Tofre. The Buenos 
Ayres police hare seized a quantity of 
guns and revolver* and also many 
copies of manifestoes aud revolution- 
ary documents. 


Debating Freight Rate Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The house of 


representatives began 
debating the 


proposed legislation looking to the 
regulation of railway freight rates. 
This action was taken only after deter- 
mined opposition by the Democrats, 
led by John Shai'p Williams (Miss.), 
the minority leader, to the adoption of 
a rule which would shut out opportu- 
nity to amend the bill. In criticising 
Jthe committee on rules for shutting off 
all opportunity for amendment, Mr. 
Williams contended that if that oppor- 
tunity were given the Democrats had 
with them a sufficient number of Re- 
publicans to pass a bill embodying in 
all its particulars the views of the 
president. Mr. DeArmond (Mo ) charg- 
ed that the right to amend had been 
denied "in the narrowness of shallow 
partisanship." The fairness of the 
rule to all members was declared by 
Mr. Dalzell to be apparent, since it af- 
forded full opportunity to vote on both 
bills offered by the two parties. The 
rule also was defended by Mr. Grosve- 
nor (O.). 


Hoch Arraigned. 


New YorK. Feb. 7. — When Johanu 


IToch was arraigned in court in the ex- 
pectation that he would be turned 
over to the officers from Chicago It 
was found that the extradition papers 
had not arrived, and ne was remanded 
to police headquarters. Detective Foye 
explained that the papers had been in 
Albany siuce Friday awaiting the sig- 
nature of Governor Higgins, but that 
the governor had left for New York 
without signing them. It Is expected 
that the papers will be received on 
Wednesday and that the prisoner will 
probably start for Chicago on that day. 
Additional charges were made against 
Hoch of having married three women 
in New York. It was also learned that 
in the search of the room occupied by 
Hoch when he was arrested there was 
found a stylographic pen. the reser- 
voir of which vas filled with a white 
powder, believed to be poison. 
The 


pen. with the rest of Hoch's effects, 
was turned over to Detective Loftus of 
Chicago. 


Kills Woman and ~Self. 


Louisville. Ky., Feb. 7.—-A disputes 


over a lease is ascribed as the cause 
which led to the murder of Mrs. Rosa 
Chambers by Benjamin Byers. Byers 
then killed himself. The tragedy was 
discovered by a brewery driver, who 
entered the saloon and grocery owned 
by Mrs. Chambers just in time to see 
Byers take his stand before a mirror 
and cut his throat. The police found 
a scene of frightful 
butchery. 
The 


walls of three rooms were spattered 
with blood and the belongings torn up. 
showing that the woman had fought 
desperately before her head was par- 
tially severed. Like Mrs. Chambers. 
Byers conducted a grocery and saloon", 
leasing the property from the woman. 
Both Byers and Mrs. Chambers were 
middle aged and leave families. 


Dominican Protocol. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The state de- 


partment is daily expecting advices 
from Minister Dawson at San Domingo 
and Commander Dillingham to the ef- 
fect that they have wound up the ne- 
gotiations for a new protocol provid- 
ing for the administration of external 
Dominican finances. It is said that the 
document will be submitted to the 
senate as soon as it reaches here. The 
department has indicated to its agents 
in San Domingo exactly how far it is 
prepared to go in the assumption of 
responsibilities for financial adminis- 
tration In San Domingo, so that no 
question is likely to arise as to the 
new protocol being acceptable to the 
department.
